EUROPEANS PLEASED 

Leaders Anxious for 
End of War; Duce 
Sounds Warning

GENEVA, Oct. .*11,— An Italian 
spokesman announced today that 
the warring Fascist nation was 
willing to negotiate for peace with 
Ethiopia, 

The spokesman made this as¬ 
sertion as the League of Nations 
offered Italy a f'nai interval for 
consideration of settlement of the 
East African conflict before be¬ 
ing subjected to an economic 
blockade. 

“Italy is willing to negotiate," 
he asserted in reference to the 
visit to Geneva of Baron Pompeo 
Aioisi, representative of Premier 
Mussolini, who is due tomorrow 
for the meeting of representatives 
of 52 nations, who are to set 
the date for actual enforcement 
of economic sanctions. 

A British spokesman conceded 
that Foreign Secretary Sir Sam¬ 
uel Hoare also would be pleased 
to sound out the situation before 
application of the boycott, prob¬ 
ably 15 days hence. 

Premier Pierre Laval of France 
was known to be particularly eag¬ 
er to find a quick solution to ‘he 
dispute to halt the Italo-Ethiopian 
war. 

The general situation, howeve-, 
presented the aspect of statesmen 
sparring for positions with reluct¬ 
ance to admit that any party was 
disposed to make important con¬ 
cessions. 

The Italians denied that Aioisi 
was bringing fresh proposals con¬ 
siderably milder than those pre¬ 
sented during the futile tri-pow¬ 
er peace talks at Paris

ADIGRAT, Ethiopia, 4:30 p. m., 
Oct. 30. —Italy’s southern army 
beat off Ethiopian defenders in a 
bloody battle, unconfirmed press 
dispatches said today, and pene¬ 
trated to the vicinity of its next 
objective of Gorrahei. 

The reports, issued from Moga¬ 
discio. Italian Somaliland, said the 
battle raged for several days be¬ 
tween Gorrahei and Scillave, a 
fortified Italian center. The dis¬ 
patches did not estimate the num¬ 
ber of dead or wounded. 

Hordes Swept Aside 

Thousands of Italian troops and 
native Dubats were reported to 
have engaged in the combat, and 
to have swept aside successfully 
the Ethiopian warrior hordes. 

Native troops on this northern 
front, meanwhile, deployed tacti¬ 
cally as far as Hauzien— half way 
to the objective of Makale-and 
took possession of the famous 
natural fortress of Maba Sion. 

In a sharp action on the north¬ 
west border, the Italians crossed 
the Setit river, dispersed and drove 
back a concentration of Ethiopians 
at Nlaghin. 

Another Ethiopian chieftain, 
Degiac Menegus Chenfie, ruler of 
a northern region, arrived at Adu- 
wa to make his submission to 
Gen. Pietro Maravigna, com¬ 
mander of the right column of 
Italy's northern army. 

The taking of Amba Sion by na¬ 
tive Askaris carried their advance 
within 30 miles of Makale. 

Sellassie's Fort rev. 

That fortress had been the ob¬ 
ject of scores of battles between 
Ethiopian chieftains because it 
stands on a high plateau, has 
much water and good pasturage 
anil receives tribute from a few 
villages at its base Recently, it 
has been in the possession of Em¬ 
peror Haile Selassie himself. 

ITALIAN ARTILLERY READY

Clues Missing as Probe 
Started; Intense Heat 
Told by Witnesses 

CHEYENNE, Wyo.. Oct. 31. IA>> 
A mass of melted metal and debris 
j of a 13-passanger airliner that 
exploded after it struck a hill 
last night, killing its four-man 
crew, was scrutinized by official 
investigators today. 

The tragedy brought to 23 the 
number of airplane fatalities in 
this state this year. 

Instruments of the ship, which 
sometimes yield a clue to trage¬ 
dies of the air, were either de¬ 
stroyed or were carried away by 
souvenir hunters. 

Motors .Missing 

Conflicting stories faced Frank 
Caldwell, general manager of 
United Air lines, owner of the 
craft, a group of other UAL offi- 
j cials and department of commerce 
| investigators hastily summoned. 

“Its motors sounded to me 
like they were missing when I 
first heard the plane,” said 
•lohn Terrill, highway officer, 
who was about two miles away. 
“Suddenly we heard the ex¬ 
plosion as the liner hit and we 
saw a streak of flame light the 
sky. We jumped into a car and 
hurried there. 

Bodies Charred 

"The heat was so intense we 
I couldn't go near the ship imme¬ 
diately. Finally we got blankets 
and beat out the fire around two 
I of the charred bodies and pulled 
I them out of the twisted mass.” 

Capt. George Smith of the high¬ 
way patrol, cruising several miles 
away, said he heard the plane and 
its jnotora sounded all right. 

Bodies of the victims of the 
[crash, T. Arnold, 35, chief of test 
pilots at Cheyenne for UAL: Man- 
ley G. Corn, 32, Wyoming air serv- 
! ice pilot; Edward Yantis, of the

Caldwell said the men had taken 
the plane on a test flight after It 
had been reconditioned and had 
been cruising about 25 minutes in 
a light snowstorm. 

The accident occurred about 20 
miles from the scene of the crash 
of a UAL liner Oct. 7 in wnicn 12 
persons perished.

W. Maxwell Burke is the brother 
of J. Frank Burke, publisher of 
the Santa Ana Register, which 
yesterday attacked Sheriff Logan 
Jackson in its news columns after 
he sent his deputies out to pro¬ 
tect Mexican pickers who desired 
to work but were intimidated by 
agitators.

IN RAINFALL 

California Precipitation 
to Rise; Frost Not 
Expected in County 

LA JOLLA, Oct. 31. — In¬ 
creased rainfall in California for 
the 1935-36 season was forecast 
today by the Scripps Institute of 
Oceanography, with a prediction 
that the 25-year precipitation 
cycle is rising to a crest that 
will be due probably within three 
seasons. 

Precipitations calculated for the 
1935-36 season range from 100 
per cent of the 1916-34 average 
to 105 per cent of that figure. 

Prof. George F. McEwen of the 
insitute announced that the fore¬ 
cast, based on trends of both the 
25-year and five-year cycle and 
differences in late summer and 
previous winter sea surface tem¬ 
perature, is meant to cover the 
area from Southern California to 
southern Oregon. 

Lower than average tempera¬ 
tures for Southern California were 
predicted for the coming season, 
with Santa Ana and Riverside 
destined to have temperatures 
lower than in the San Diego coun¬ 
ty area.

City Hall Demolished; 
Near Zero Weather 
Causes Anxiety 

HELENA, Mont., Oct 31. UP — 
The most severe earth movement 
since Oct. 18 when Helena was 
Jolted and sorely shaken, hit ths 
capital city at 11:40 a. m. today, 
causing estimated thousands of 
dollars of damage and turning the 
city again into confusion. 

One man was killed in the fall 
of the Kessler brewery smoke¬ 
stack west of the city. His name 
was not immediately ascertained. 

Another man was reported in 
St. Peter’s hospital dying of in¬ 
juries. 

Scores of persons suffering from 
severe shock were admitted to 
both Et. John’s and St. Peter's 
hospitals where already harassed 
attendants rushed from room to 
room and floor to floor extending 
first aid and consolation to tha 
injured and alarmed. 

Five deaths and damage esti¬ 
mated at upward of two and a 
half million dollars resulted from 
the previous shakes. 

Two men were thrown from a 
scaffold at St. Mary's school and 
were rushed to St. John’s hospital. 

1 i.e new high school, badly 
split Oct. 18, was believed a total 
wreck. Great rents appeared in 
the sides. 

1 No immediate apprisal of the 
, new damage could be obtained. 

Depot Demolished 
1 The Northern Pacific depot in 
the sixth ward, badly hit 33 days 
ago, was reported nearly demol¬ 
ished. The steeple, housing a 
clock, was tossed to the ground. 

Two workmen making repairs 
at the depot were hurt and were 
rushed to a hospital. 

The sturdy Placer hotel build¬ 
ing was reported heavily shaken 
and persons rushed from offices 
there housing the Red Cross dis¬ 
aster and city relief depart¬ 
ments. 

Children In Tears 

People rushed into the streets 
from all buildings and residences 
amid much terror and confusion. 
Children, hardly recovered from 
the Oct. 18 scare, were in tears 
and huddled close to their elders. 

The fire department raced from 
its improvised quarters soon aft¬ 
er the first shock. 

City Hall Leveled 

The ancient city hall, wrecked 
in the first quake, was leveled. 

A section of the Intermountain 
Union college gymnasium crum¬ 
bled. 

South Main street, where num¬ 
erous old buildings toppled into 
the street Oct. 18 and one man 
was killed, was badly hit. 

Police quickly roped off emer¬ 
gency areas in the downtown sec¬ 
tion which emptied almost instant¬ 
ly. 

Scores Leave City- 

Hysteria threatened as scores 
of families immediately moved bed 
clothing, warm clothes and oth¬ 
er quickly moveable belongings 
into cars to make a hurried exit 
from the city.

'ULTRA' ART FLOORS ARTIST 

Wendt Admits He’s Baffled 


By ROCH BRADSHAW 


William Wendt, famous Laguna 
Beach landscape painter, cannot 
interpret ultra-modem art. He 
has exhibited his pictures in the 
Salon at Paris and the Royal 
Academy at London, but when he 
stands before one of the wierd 
and amazing creations of the 
ultra-modem painter, he is baf¬ 
fled. 

“If anything in a picture re¬ 
sembles nature, the ultra-moderns 
say it isn’t art,” Mr. Wendt re¬ 
marked in his studio yesterday 
afternoon. “In order to be art it 
has to look like hell,” he grinned. 

When I knocked at Mr. Wendt’s 
door a few minutes before, he 
opened it. and when I told him I 
was a reporter, he said. “I haven't 
anything to report. Come in and 
sit down.” 

But when he aired his views on 
ultra-modern art, his words sound¬ 


ed like news to me. A lot of 
folks who can’t fathom the ultra¬ 
modern things, out are atraid to 
admit it, ought to feel better now 
that they know Mr. Wendt is in 
the same boat. 

"Eight years ago I went to an 
exhibit in Berlin,” he recalled. “I 
got a guide to take me around 
and explain the ultra-modem pic¬ 
tures. But his interpretations 
weren’t very convincing. After I 
had seen the whole thing there 
was a very bad taste in my mouth. 
I had to go out in the country 
and do some painting myself to 
get rid of that taste.” 

Mr. Wendt, wearing a light blue 
smock over his other clothes, 
moved about his studio now and 
then to put a painting on an 
easel to illustrate some point we 
were discussing.

AT LAST they’re planning a 
memorial to those who died at 
the harbor entrance at Newport 
beach. 

More than a score of persons 
have fallen victims to the swirling 
tides and battering ground swells 
which roared into the harbor 
mouth before jetties gave their 
protection. Dozens of boats have 
been wrecked at the entrance and 
many tales of heroism recorded. 

So now a strong, clear light will 
shine out to sea each night, flash¬ 
ing in memory of victims of the 
one-time vicious channel. Plans 
are being rushed for erection of a 
lighthouse, which will be dedicated 
to those who died. 

Also planned Is a marker at the 
shore end of the jetty, carrying 
names of those who drowned. 
Although details of the memorial 
marker are not complete, resi¬ 
dents believe that a large boulder, 
placed in a beautiful mosaic out¬ 
line of points of the compass, 
would be suitable. A brass plate 
on the boulder would carry names 
of victims of the sea. 


LAGUNA BEACH—A geology 
class of about 40 Pomona college 
students spent the day here yes¬ 
terday.

CEARCHING back into records 
J of disasters in the harbor 
mouth, we find that the first 
major tragedy occurred June 8, 
1924. 

Ground swells were crashing 
over the entire mouth of the inlet 
that morning and the scene was 

aet for tragedy as Guy Perkins 
started out with a party of 12 
fishermen in the 30-foot fishing 
launch “Adieu.” 

When the boat reached the en¬ 
trance channel all appeared calm, 
which experts say is a character¬ 
istic of ground swell behaviour. 
As the small craft forged ahead 
toward the open sea she was met 
by roaring breakers and was 
smashed into bits on the bar. 

Thirteen humans were thrown 
into the churning waters. Only 
five were brought safely to shore. 
All were from Santa Ana. 

The second tragedy took place 
almost exactly a year later. June 
14, 1925. The 40-foot fishing boat 
"Thelma” started to sea carrying 
17 humans. The same huge walls 
of water met the craft in the 
channel and with the same ter¬ 
rific crash she was capsized and 
battered about by the waves. 

Antar Deraga, the lighthouse 
man. saw the impending tragedy 
and tried to halt the boat, but was 
unsuccessful, according to history 
of the case. Duke Kahanamoku, 
Gerald Vultee, William Herwig 
and Owen Hale were spending the 
week-end at Corona Del Mar, 
where they were enjoying the 
surfboard riding. Seeing the boat 
tom to pieces by the waves, they 
put out on their boards and saved 
several of the struggling party. 
Charles Plummer also took part 
In the rescue, thought to be the 
first where surfboards were used 
to save lives. 

Five men, all residents of River¬ 
side, were victims of the second 
tragedy. 

We think that it’d be a good 
Idea to put up some sort of me¬ 
morial to the gallant men who 
have rescued drowning people 
from the dangerous waters. They, 
too. deserve mention.

\A/E SMELL trouble. Lots of it. 
’’ Pretty soon the state fish 
and game commission is going to 
start a campaign to enforce a new 
law whereby ocean fishermen 
must pay two bucks each for 
anglirg activities. 

We know, just as well as any¬ 
thing, that fishermen are going 
to ask “Why pay a license for 
catching those ocean fish? They 
weren’t planted by the state!” 

However, the silenses must pay 
for operation of the new commis¬ 
sion boats, one of which will be 
stationed at Newport. The boats 
will help to enforce the fish re¬ 
serve law, which protects sardines 
and the like. With the sardines 
protected, more fish’ll come to eat 
’em. And fishing will be better

Beet growers of Orange county 
this year will lose $1.80 per acre, 
it was shown in a statement is¬ 
sued today by V. C. Heil, chairman 
of the farm bureau sugar beet de¬ 
partment now being formed. 

Mr. Heil said that a few days 
ago a newspaper story appeared 
saying that sugar beet growers of 
Orange county would receive 
$334,000 for their 1935 beet crop, 
produced on 7522 acres, which he 
said would amount to $44.40 per 
acre. 

Story Misleading 

“This original story is mislead¬ 
ing to the public," said Mr. Heil, 
"as it leaves the impression that 
the sugar beet growers are get¬ 
ting a lot of money for their 
beets. 

“Our department has put forth 
considerable effort in the last few 
days in studying this situation 
and have shown that the average 
yield is about nine tons per acre. 
The average sugar content of 
beets is about 17 per cent. Un¬ 
der 1935 conditions the farmers 
cost per acre was $48.60, to which 
must be added $15.60 to cover 
rental, and if he owns the prop¬ 
erty. taxes and interest on the 
land.

disease up to six for 1935, Dr. K. 
H. Sutherland, county health offi¬ 
cer, today made an appeal to par¬ 
ents for protection of their chil¬ 
dren. He is urging them to have 
their children immunized against 
the disease. 

The most recent death was that 
of a child who expired two hours 
after having been admitted to a 
hospital and within 48 hours of 
the time she was taken sick. Dr. 
Sutherland said that in the ma¬ 
jority of all cases noted in the 
county recently, death comes soon 
after the victim becomes ill. 

No Need for Hysteria 

Dr. Sutherland said, “In making 
this appeal for cooperation in our 
immunization program. I do not 
want to arouse any hysteria or 
fear, for which there is no need. 

"We are not suffering from an 
epidemic of diphtheria at this 
time. At present there is only 
one case in the county, other than 
the one that just died. At the 
time of the diphtheria fatality, 
which occurred about three weeks 
ago, there were no other known 
cases in the county. 

“What I do want to emphasize 
is that diphtheria is a treacherous 
disease. It is here in this county 
being passed from person to per¬ 
son, but only occasionally striking 
and taking hold on the unprotect¬ 
ed. In the last two fatal cases, 
death came within 48 hours, be¬ 
fore there was time to give much 
help. 

Need Protection 

Dr. Sutherland said that physi¬ 
cians and health departments have 
available a safe and reliable means 
of immunization which will pro¬ 
tect the child against diphtheria 
during the susceptible years of its 
life. 

Many children in the county, he 
9aid, have been protected by im¬ 
munization. He has a record in 
the health department office of 
12,658 immunizations since 1928. 
During the years since then, he 
added, the number of diphtheria 
cases has dropped from 250 cases 
with 21 deaths in 1928. to 59 
cases and six deaths so far this 
year. In 1933 there were only 
seven cases and no deaths.

Sunkist advertising is given 
credit for the large demand for 
oranges this year in competition 
with plentiful cheap local fruits, 
according to T. H. Powell, sales 
manager of the California Fruit 
Growers' exchange. The exchange 
sales force as well as the trade in 
the East reported this belief to 
Mr. Powell, he said. 

Exchange orange sales were 20 
per cent more than last year and 
lemons 12 per cent ahead in vol¬ 
ume, he said. 

At yesterday's meeting of the 
exchange board of directors A. B. 
Cumming, director and former 
manager of the Highgrove Citrus 
association, reported on a recent 
trio to Scotland and said "Every 
man. woman and child there knows 
Sunkist and we must protect the 
reputation our fruit and adver¬ 
tising have built.” 

E. T. Sederholm, Pomona, who 
has just returned from a trip to 
Finland and Sweden, said that 
California oranges are preferred 
there to Spanish, Jaffa or Brazil¬ 
ian fruit. 


Member associations affiliated 
with the Exchange Orange Prod¬ 
ucts company at Ontario will soon 
receive 5227,940 on the 1934-35 
Valencia juice fruit pool. H. S. 
Bailey, manager of the plant, an¬ 
nounced the payment today. 

The Ontario plant makes juice 
from exchange fruit that does not 
go onto the fresh fruit market. 

A payment of $3 per ton W'as 
made on products grade Valencia 
oranges last Aug. 15, which brings 
the total paid to $5 per ton on all 
valeneias in the pool to Sept. 30. 
Mr.-Bailey said. This includes not 
only fruit sold 'for juice but all 


that processed at Ontario, given 
to charity or disposed of other¬ 
wise. 

There will be an additional pay¬ 
ment at the end of the season and 
returns are still to be made from 
i the sale of products. 

Both exchange orange and lemon 
products companies have offered 
j to take all fruit picked from the 
ground in wind-damaged areas 
that is usable for by-products. 
Most of the new crop lemons are 
I too small and too immature for 
I any by-products use. and the same 
I thing applies to oranges in most 
I districts.

the pendulum. It probably will 
swing back.

That Blinking Light 
Mrs. Bradstad told another joke 
on her husband. During the pro¬ 
hibition era and the day of the 
bootlegger.

He 
had an incubator for the orchid 
seeds arranged with a light globe 
regulated by a homemade thermo- 
state. It would blink and go off 
at intervals.

Depends on Soil Formula 
Mrs. Brastad related many in¬ 
teresting features having to do 
with the culture of orchids. The 
growing of plants from seed has 
been a rare achievement for Dr. 
Brastad as he has had to work out 
his own formula for soil or vege¬ 
table matter in which to propa- 
ga'e. The formula known by the 
experts is a secret in most cases 
and that is why orchids are so 
rare and so expensive. 

Another interesting talk was 
given by Mrs. Perry Grout, of 
Orange, on ferns. She displayed a 
number of lovely maiden-hair 
ferns she had grown, some in her 
house, some in a lath house and 
others out of doors. Lots of leaf 
mold, water and shade are needed 
for the culture of ferns. 

Mrs. H. C. Kirk, of Tustin, gave 
an interesting talk on forced 
growth of pansies to obtain large 
blooms and strong, long stems. 
She began with preparation of the 
seed oil in a tray and took club 
members through each step until 
they could mentally visualize the 
large and beautiful blooms which 
she has produced so successfully. 

Chrysanthemums Shown 
Miss Ada McFadden, Santa 
Ana school teacher, talked in most 
interesting manner on the culture 
of chrysanthemums. She displayed 
several baskets of blooms from 
her own garden. 

J. A. Grooch, of Ontario, gave 
an illustrated talk on shrubs and 
ornamental trees especially adapt¬ 
ed to this district and led in a 
discussion of roses.

Suit of the Hualde Ranch com¬ 
pany against J. L. Beebe to col¬ 
lect $13,025,79, allegedly due on a 
promissory note, was ordered sub¬ 
mitted on briefs late Tuesday 
by Judge H. G. Ames, department 
1 . superior court. 

The promissory note, on which 
the suit was based, was given by 
Mr Beebe to the ranch company 
in an exchange whereby he ob¬ 
tained possession of the 127-acre 
ranch near La Habra owned by 
the company. At the same time 
Mr. Beebe assumed a mortgage 
of $150,000 already on the proper¬ 
ty- 

Negotiations for the property 
transfer started in 1930 and was 
delayed in escrow when the ranch 
company had its corporation pow¬ 
ers suspended because of failure 
to pay the state franchise tax. 
The tax was paid later, and on 
Nov. 30, 1930, the escrow was 
completed. Foreclosure was 
started the following year when 
Mr. Beebe defaulted an interest 
payment. 

This is the third time the suit 
has been tried in Orange county. 
At the first trial Judge F. C. 
Collier, on the bench here at that 
time, declared the entire transac¬ 
tion void as certain terms of the 
escrow had not been complied 
with. At the second trial Judge 
James L. Allen granted a motion 
for non-suit. Later the case was 
taken to the fourth district court 
of appeals where the case was ord¬ 
ered retried.

And that’s the only point about which he’s sensitive. Me 
doesn’t like to mention ft because his sage comment, hie grasp 
of a wide range of reading and poetry, and his taient for 
speaking extemporaneousiy has led yow to vision htm a phil¬ 
osopher of many summers. 

He has literacy talked his way to success. He firwt ex¬ 
pressed himself in public when but a junior in the Inde¬ 
pendence, Mo , high school. Ted wrote a f«« length p*ay 
entitled “The Spider” and set himself up as a producer. He 
also played most of the important characters, allowing hill 
vent for his vocal atotttties. 

His first taste of national mention came when he won the 
national collegiate extemporaneous speaking contest as a 
sophomore in WHliam Jewell college, Liberty, Mo. He aJso 

was a number of ihe school’s cham¬ 
pionship debating team. 

At that time the young scholar 
was aiming at a career in law. but 
the courtroom* kwt out when Arthur 
B. Church, general manager of 
KMct<’ Kaneas Cbty offered him a 
stall job. He had never quite been 
aWe to rub the stardust from his 
eyes that got there during his first 
theatrical adventure. 

"Between the Bookendr" was born 
I«tx years agoi and Ted Malone was 
on h*s tray. Th» audience reaction 
was definite, and grew- until Ms in¬ 
troduction to the coast-to -ooemi Oo- 
lutnbia network last year was a nat¬ 
ural cGnseouenee. 

Seemingly simple as you listen to 
it.

Of late Ted ha* devoted a large 
portion of his broadcaete to original 
works submitted by listeners, thus 
giving recognition to many of Amer¬ 
ica’s amateur poets. 


TRIAL IS SET 


Scheduled for hearing this week, 
contest of the will of the late B. P. 
Clinard, Santa Ana rancher, haa 
been reset for trial by Presiding 
Judge James L. Allen and will be 
heard Nov. 22 in superior court. 

The contest involves the $150,* 
000 estate of the well-known Santa 
Ana pioneer, who died in Long 
Beach May 18. last. In the petition 
to probate the will, the estate was 
listed as consisting of 47 acres of 
walnuts, 23 acres of oranges and 
20 acres of lemons, returning a 
total average annual income 
amounting to $ 20 , 000 , and farm 
oouipment and furniture valued at

Probate of the will is being con* 
tested by W. Sanford Clinard, 
' brother of the late rancher, who 
alleges that his brother was domi* 
nated by John Osterman, neigh- 
i bor and long-time friend of the 
1 deceased, when he signed the will. 
The contestant was given his 
brother’s automobile under the 
will, which declared that no other 
‘ provision for him was necessary, 
1 as he already had received a suf¬ 
ficient share of the property. 

After making minor bequests to 
Mrs. Lillian M. Kommers of El 
Paso, a former housekeeper, and 
to William English of Santa Ana, 
Mr. Clinard divided the estate be¬ 
tween his three sisters. Mrs. Ida 
L. Botenheimer and Miss Lizzie 
Clinard of Thomasville, N. C.. and 
Mrs. Dora Livengood, High Point, 
N. C.; and a niece, Miss Nellie 
Clinard, also of High Point. Mr. 
Osterman was named adminis¬ 
trator and instructed not to sell 
any of the property for so long 
as the real estate market Is de¬ 
pressed.

But out of the maze of reports 
cabled to the state department or 
received verbally from diplomats 
returned from Europe, the follow¬ 
ing points stood out: 

1. Daly is virtually 100 (>er 
cunt behind .Mussolini. 

The original inertia of the 
working classes, the positive an¬ 
tipathy of the intellectuals, and 
th<- lukewarm enthus.asm of the 
general staff now have been re¬ 
placed by strong support. Some 
opposition may lurk beneath the 
surface, hut it is negligible.

2. British public opinion has 
reached a pilch akin to religious 
fervor in its demand that the 
league prevent war. 

As one high British diplomat 
put it. the people of England have 
substituted love of peace for love 
of the church. Peace has become 
a religion. They are willing to go 
to any lengths even war to 
hack it up. 

This feeling probably represents 
70 to HO per cent of the country. 
The rest, chiefly Tories, arc equal¬ 
ly behind the league' though for 
an entirely different reason. They 
fear an Italian empire near the 
Red sea life-line of the British 
empire. 

S. France will NOT support 
the British if it comes to a 
siiowdown against Italy. 
According to the report given 
Roosevelt, France is as anxious 
to keep out of war as the United 
States. Every morning posters 
smeared over the walla of Paris 
proclaim: "No troops shall be 
moved to support the league " 
For Premier Laval to take a 
strong stand against Italy would 
mean his immediate downfall.

HIGH NOTES AND LOW NOTES 

O NCE more “The Star-Spangled Banner” is under at¬ 
tack as unsuited to be our national anthem because 
people can’t take the high notes, and because it glorifies 
war and breathes a martial spirit. This time it is Dr. John 
L. Tildsiey, district superintendent of New York city 
schools, who complains. 

It probably won’t do Dr. Tildsiey any good, because 
the issue was fought out for many years before Congress 
passed one of the shortest bills on record declaring “The 
Star-Spangled Banner” our national anthem. This hap¬ 
pened only in 1931. For many years prior to that, the 
Army and Navy had used the tune as official anthem, 
and it had become fixed as such in the popular mind. 

Although Francis Scott Key composed the words of 
the song in 1812, while the British were threatening Balti¬ 
more, it was not recognized ns the national anthem until 
after the Confederates fired on Ft. Sumpter in 1861. Be¬ 
fore the Civil War it vied with “Yankee Doodle,” an im¬ 
portation from England; “Hail Columbia,” composed in 
1798 during our brief sea war with France, and "Amer¬ 
ica,” written in 1825. 

What weighs the scales for “The Star-Spangled Ban¬ 
ner” is doubtless just the fact that it is martial and 
stirring so that the pulse rises when a band breaks into 
the opening strain. And it is hard to realize now that its 
tune wns stolen from that of a popular tavern drinking 
song, "Anacreon in Heaven.” 


JHERE is much irony in this situ¬ 
ation for France. She nas 
carefully patched up all her trou¬ 
bles with Italy. She has cul¬ 
tivated the friendship of Britain 
She has supported the league as 
a check on Germany. And now 
Premier Laval must rhoose be¬ 
tween the friendship of Italy and 
Britain, or refuse both and see 
'he league completely disappear. 
So her carefully laid plans, built 
on deceit and force, have brought 
her nothing but grief, and her na¬ 
tional security is less secure than 
it was before.
